and soon several flourishing factories, tho 
business blocks along tho main street and ad- 
joining residences -were wrapped in flames. 
The iwople gathered such household effects as 
they could and fled to tho woods. The heat 
was so intense Umt 'J.300 toot of tho Wiscon- 
sin Central track, which runs through ono 
end of tho town, was bent and twisted into 
tho most grotesque shape. Specials from Ste- 
ven's Point and Chippowa Kails conveyed 
flro-engines in tho place, but tho fire was be- 
yond all control. 
Hut ono store and a few 


half-burned houses remain of tho nourishing 
town. Many people were transferred ty 
specials to neighboring towns, and others 
camped on tho outskirts of the town. Among 
tho buildings that were destroyed were a 
wooden-ware factory, the grist-mill, saw- 
mill and factory of the Upham Man ufactur- 
ing company, thoTi'omont and several minor 
hotels, warehouses along tho Wisconsin Con- 
trol, its depot, four churches, and the ontiro 
business center. 
The insurance, is less thau 


one-fifth tho loss. 
. Tho latest reports from tlm stricken town 
indicate that not less than 1,"<00 of tho in- 
habitants are homeless. 
Hundreds of them 


are camped out. Tho town is almost desti- 
tute of food, and unless provisions arc at 
once received great sufl'erlng will ensue. 
Neighboring towns have boon informed of 
tho situation, and it is expected that tho noc- 
cssary relief will bo afforded lo-morrow. The 
loss to tho railroad company will not bo less 
than ?100,000. Besides a depot, a water tank
